Immediately after the Battle of Sedgemore, in which the Duke of 
Monmouth was defeated, the Earl of Feversham ordered 
twenty-two of the prisoners to be hanged on the spot; four of 
whom (to use his own words) were “hanged in gemmacess,” 
i. e. in chains. The fate of one man in particular, is too ex¬ 
traordinary to be passed over. This person, who was remark¬ 
ably swift of foot, was prevailed upon, on condition of being 
pardoned, to entertain the General with an instance of his agi¬ 
lity : accordingly, having stripped himself naked, a halter 
was put round his neck, and the opposite end of it was fastened 
to the neck of a horse. They started at a place called Bussex- 
shrine, and ran from thence to Brentsfield bridge, a distance 
somewhat exceeding half a mile; and though the horse went 





























at full speed, the man kept pace with him the whole way* 

Eut notwithstanding this exertion of his ability, and the terms 
of his agreement, the inhuman General ordered him to be hung 
with the rest.”
